Harry Pullmon, a Chicag o neirro, 
who alleg ed that he was wealthy , 
was arrested Wednesday nig ht at 
Union station, locked up at the 
Four Courts until y esterday morn­ 
ing , when a case of alleg ed idling 
ag ainst him was continued until 
Monday , then, after p ay ment of 
$20 to “ g rafters” about the p olice 
court, he was g iven until 9 o’clock 
last nig lit to leave town. 
L^ullinon arrived in the city Tues­ 
day evening , and after the |)arade 
cattended a dance at Nineteenth and 
Chestnut streets. 
After the dance 
he went to tlie house of a NIrs. 
Clay on Twenty -second street, be­ 
tween Lucas avenue and NIorg an 
street. 
He sp ent all of Wednesday 
try ing 
to 
locate 
the 
trunks. 
Wednesday nig ht while at the bag ­ 
g ag e-room at Lbiion Station Detec­ 
tives Kelly and Joy ce arrested him. 
He wore a $6 0 overcoat and had 
on $1,500 wortiiof diamonds. C ap ­ 
tain Rey nolds w^as in the station at 
the time of ihe m an’s arrest and 
p laced^lhe diamonds in his strong 
box , milking out a list of them and 
p lacing the list with other p ersonal 
belong ing s, which he turned 
o v e r 
to the city marshal.

Yesterday morning 
Pullmon’s 
case was on the docket and con­ 
tinued by someone until nex t NJon- 
day . 
A half hour after the close of 
court and after the p risoners had 
been locked up Pullmon was ap ­ 
p roached by Henry L. Weeke, 
member of tlie house of deleg ates, 
and E d Boy le, a saloonkeep er at 
Twentieth and Pine streets. 
“ Mr. Boy le introduced Weeke 
to m e,” said Pullmon to a R ep ub­ 
lic rep orter, “ and told me that 
they could g et me hours to l^ ve 
tovvn for $20. 
I told them that I 
did not have 
the 
money , 
but 
would p awn my $225 diamond 
ring , as I did not want to stay 
in jail. 
I was taken before Judg e 
Peabody . 
Court had adjourned 
and the judg e had his hat on. 
Weeke and Boy le ex p lained the 
case to him, and he said that he 
would g ive me 20 minutes to leave 
town. 
I told him that it would be 
imp ossible for me to leave town be­ 
fore evening , as my trunks were at 
some ex p ress office and I would 
have to hunt them up . 
He re­ 
p lied, ‘All rig ht, then,’^ and dic­ 
tated a note to his clerk.” 
The note which was written by 
John McEnnis, clerk of the court, 
reads as follows :

••Yes, I was shamefully treated 
in St. Louis,” said he.

“ 1 was born in Sedalia, in the 
old Ives house, and came here to 
visit mv two sisters, one of whom 
is married to Vest Witcher.'
